WASHINGTON, 
April

Gossett 
of 
Wichita Falls said Wednesday 
he expected a bill giving states 
clear title to oil-rich tidelands 
would be 
approved 
by

House judiciary 
committee by 
April 20. 


The Texan is a member of 
the committee and one of the 
sponsors of the measure.

Feb. 9. 
Gossett said that 
basically 
the bill approved by the sub­ 
committee is that advocated by 
the states. It gives them undis­ 
puted ownerhip of lands from 
the shoreland out of the three- 
mile lim it except in the case of 
Texas.
